A Western Congreisman said Tues- 


day: "There is no member or Senator 
at all likely to he chosen for a Cabinet 
appointment who would not be better 
off where he is. Several men in both 
Houses are eminently fitted for certain 
Cabinet position?, bat they could not 
afford to accept them. As it was with 
Allison, BO it is with the Kit, leaving 
out any thought of 1892. 
Sherman can- 


not afford to go into the Cabinet, neith- 
er can Collnm, nor Spooner, nor Quay, 
nor Hoar, nor logulU, nor any of the 
rest Palmer, though he is going out 
Of the Senate, cannot afford (o accept 
snch an assignment of duty. In the 
Home the capable men may be gone 
over'in the same way—none likely to be 
chosen can afford to eocept. Whether 
Erarts would find it desirable to leave 
the Senate to become Attorney General 
is a question, Iowa folks have by no 
means given up the idea of Clarkson's 
going into the Cabinet. 
Some of them 


certainly expect that he will be ap- 
pointed. It is difficult to detect upon- 
what they base their hopes, though they 
may be well founded." 


CommUsioner Colman o! the Depait. 


ment of Agriculture has addressed a 
communication to the President of each 
oi the agricultural experiment stations, 
touching upon the country's demand 
for the services ol yonng men who un- 
derstand the theory of the production 
o! sugar. He states that there is no 
school in the United States where spec- 
ial instruction is given in these matters. 
In Germany and France. and other 
countries particular attention la given 
to the theory and practice of beet-sugar 
making. The graduates of our techni- 
cal schools usually have no idea what- 
ever of the methods of growing sugar 
producing plants or the manufacture of 
sugar therefrom. The possibility of de- 
veloping in the United States an in- 
digenous sugar industry shonld be an 
incentive to our agricultural schools 
more especially to give the subject con- 
siderable attention. 


The reported domestic infelicity in 


the family of the late C. own Prinoe of 
Austria, the temporary separation of his 
wifa from him some time ago, his sud- 
den death, at first attributed to apoplexy, 
next to murder and now to suicide, and 
the quiet report that be committed sui- 
cide to escape fighting a duel with the 
brother of some woman h« had wronged 
furnish the elements of a social trag- 
edy which is likely to occupy tally as 
much attention as the royal troubles 
which have followed the death of the 
late Emperor of Germany, but with this 
difference—that in the latter case there 
was nothing that reflected upon the 
distinguished character of the deceased. 
The skeleton in the Hamburg closet 
does not appear to be a respectable one. 


The agreement of the House to the 


conference report on the bill creating 
the new Department of Agriculture will, 
it is confidently asserted, help clear 
away the New York troubles. Warner 
Millar can be made Secretary of Agri- 
culture and Platt can he given the poet- 
office or some other department without 
disturbing the balance which u if nec- 
essary to maintain between the two fac- 
tions. 


Secretary Endicott has transmitted to 


Congress the report of Adjutant General 
Drumm, giving the strength of the or- 
ganized militia of the States and Terri- 
tories and the force of men available 
for military duty, but not organized.

never be. 
It is one of the strongest

One of the roost prominent figures in 
American afiaire, and one of whom the 
most may be expected in controlling pub- 
lic affairs hereafter, interest now at- 
taches keenly to everything that he does 
as it would attach to everything he 
thinks if there were any hope of know- 
ing that.

Does it look as though, at on 
present petty rate of production, w 
shall have too much gold and silver 
And yet it is perfectly certain that on 
mines will not be able to keep np Ihei 
present rate per capitn.

AMENDMENT NO. 1. 


To amend Section 2, Article IV, of tht 


Constitution, so as to read ta follows 


Section 2. The sessions of the Legislator 


shall be biennial, and shall commence on Ib 
third Monday of January next ensuing th 
Hiotlon of member* of the Aaaembly, unless 
the Governor of the State shall, in the interim 
convene the Legislature by proclamation. 


AMENDMENT NO. 2. 


To tmend Section 6 of Article IV, oj 


the Constitution^ of the State ofNevaA 
so os to read as follows: 


Section 6. Each House shall judge ot th 
qualifications, elections and returns of its own 
members, choose its own officers, determin 
the rules of its proceedings, and may punis 
its members for disorderly conduct and, wit 
the i oncurrunce of two-thirds of all members 
elected, expel a member. 


AMENDMENT NO. 3. 


To amend Section 20 of Article IV, o 


the Constitution of the State of Nevada 
so as to read as follows: 


Section 20. The Legislature shall not p«s 
local or special laws in any of the following 
enumerated cases, that Is to say: Regulatln 
tbe Jurisdiction and duties of the Justices o 
the Peace; for tho punishment of Crimea ani 
misd«meanors; regulating the practices o 
courts of justice; providing for changing tht 
venue in civil and criminal esses, granting di 
vorce, changing the names of persons- vacat- 
ing roads, town plots, streets, alleys and public 
squares; summoning and impaneling gram 
and petit Juries, and providing for their com 
oensation; regulating county and township 
business; regnlatiug the election of county an! 
township officers; tor the assessment and col 
lection of taxes for Stale, coumy or townshli 
officers and designating the places of voting 
providing for tbe sale of real estate or percona 
property belonging to minors or other persons 
under legal disabilities. giving effect to invalid 
deeds wills or other instruments; refunding 
money paid into the State Treasury, or lute 
the treasury of any county; releasing the in 
debtedness, llaollity or obligation of any cor 
poratlon, association or person to the State, or 
to any county, town or city of this State

nothl g in this section shall be consttrurd to 
deny or restrict the power of the Legislature 
to establish and regulate the compensation an< 
Fees of county and township officers; t» estab- 
lish and regulate the rates of freight, passage 
loll and Charges of railroads toll-roads, ditch 
flume and tunnel companies incorporated un 
der the laws of this Bute or doing business 
therein. 


AMENDMENT NO. 6. 


To amend Section 33 of Article IV, of 


the Constitution of the State of Nevada 
so as to read as follows: 


Section 33 The members of the Legislature 


chall receive for their services a compensation

powers and duties of tbe office shall devolve 
upon the President of the Senate for the resi-

ejond tbe boundaries oi this State, or who h»s 
cted «• second, or cnowlngly conveyed a cbal- 
enge, or aided or assisted lu any manner In 
Rhtlng a duel, shall be allowed to bold any 
ffloe of honor, profit or trust, or enjoy the 
Ight of suffrige under this Constitution, 1 he 
.egislature shall provide by law for giving 
orce and effect to the foregoing provlilons of 
his section, provided thit female* over the age 
f tweutV'One years, who have resided In this 
tate one year, snd in tbe county or diatrict 
ix months next preceding any election to fill 
ttherof said aliens (hall be eligible to thfl 
fflce of Superintendent of Public Schools and 
cbool Trustees.

The Legislature is an- 
thorlnd to provide for the organlittlon aort 
incorporation of a lottery in tbe BUte of Me- 
Tada, and to designate tbe amount of revenue 
that ahall be annually raid into the BUte 
Treasury by mid corporation. 


AMENDMENT NO 23. 


To nmend Section 3 of Article XL of the 


Constitution of the State of Sevada so 
as to reaa as follows: 


Section 3. All lands, including the sixteenth 
and thlrty.slnh section* In every township 
donated for the benefit of public achools in the 
Act of the thirty-eighth Congreaa to enable the 
people of Kefada Territory to form a State 
Government, the thti ty thouaand acres ot pub- 
lie lands granted by an Act of Congress, ap. 
proved July second, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and sixty-two, for each Senator and Beprestn- 
tative in Congress and all proceeds of lands 
that have been or may hereafter be granted or 
appropriated by tbe United SUtea to this Bute, 
and also the five hundred thouaand acre* of 
land granted to the new States under the Act 
of Congress distributing the proceeds ot tbe 
public landa among tbe several Btatea, of the 
Union, approved A. 1). eighteen hundred and 
forty-one; provided, that congress make pro- 
vision for or authorize such diversion to be 
made for the purpose herein contained; all 
estates that may escheat to the State; all of 
auch per centum aa may be granted by Con- 
gress on the sale of land, all fines collected 
under tht. penal laws oi tbe State, all property 
given or bequeathed to tbe State for educa. 
tional purposes, and all proceeds derived from 
any or all of said sources shall bo and tbe same 
are hereby solemnly pledged for educational 
purposes, and ahall not be transferred to any 
other fund for other uses; and the interest 
thereon, shall, from time to time, be appor- 
tioned among tbe several counties, as the Leg- 
islature may provide by law: and tbe Legisla- 
ture shall provide for tbe sale of floating Land 
warrants to cover the aforeaald land*, and for 
tbe investment of all proceeds deri\ed from 
any ot the above mentioned sources, in United 
Slates bonds, or the bunds of tbia State, or tLe 
bond* of other States of the Union ;prmided, 
that the interest only of tbe aforesaid proceeds 
ahall be uted for educational purposes, and any 
surplus interest shall be added to the princi. 
pal sum; and prematdfwrttur, that such portions 
of said interest aa may be necessary may be 
appropriated for tbe support of tbe State Unl. 
versify. 


AMENDMENT NO. 24. 


To amend Section 6 of Article XI. of the 


Constitution of tht State of Nevada so 
tts to read as follows: 


Section Six. The legislature shall provide 


a epecial tax, which arall not exceed two mills 
on the dollar of all taxable property in tbe 
Mate, in addition to the other means provided 
for the support and maintenance of said Unl. 
versify and common schools. 


AMENDMENT NO. 25. 


To amend Section 3 of Article XIII. of 


the Constitution of the State of Nevada 
so as to read as follows: 


Section 3, The State shall provide aa may be 
prescribed by law. for those Inhabitants who, 
by reason of age or infirmity, or misfortunes, 
may have claim upon tbe sympathy and aid of 
society. 


AMENDMENT NO. 27. 


To amend Section J of Article XVI. of 


the Constitution of the State of Nevada 
so as to read as follows: 


Section 1 Any amendment or amendments 


o this Constitution may be proposed In tbe 
Senate or asBembJy, and II agreed to by a vote 
if two-thirds of the members eli cted to each 
House, auch proposed amendment or amend 
ments shall be entered on the respective 
oiirnals of each Bouse with tbe yeas and naya , 
taken ih'reou 
Any amendment or amend- 
ments agreed to by the legislature, as provided 
n this section, shall be published for three 
months next preceding the time for electing 
be next Legislature and shall be submitted to 
be people at the time for electing the nut 
-*glslamre in such a manner as the Leglala- 
ure agreeing to such amendment or amend- 
ments shall prescribe, and it the people shall 
approve and ratify such amendment or amend- 
ments by a majority of the electors voting for 
members ot the Legislature at such election 
such amendment or amendments shall become 
part cf tbe Constitution. 


The ballots to be used at such election shall 
» of good quality of white paper, lilta flat cap 
n form and size, to be of the length of sixteen 
ncb.es, and of the width of four inches, or 
within an eighth of an inch of such size, and 
f printed, blacis Ink only shall be need, and 
he ameuJmcnt voted for or against shall be 
aet in brew ? capitals.
